The  vital  statistics  for  the  Borough  generally  compare  fairly  favourahle 
with  those  for  the  Country,  except  the  infant  mortality  rate  v/hich  is 
high.  Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  there  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.

GE'^ERiiL  PROVISION  OP  KE.iLTK  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Pocilities:  The  exaiaination  of  pathological  specimens  and  samples 
of  i.ater  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Oxford,  The 
service  is  free  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Borough  submit  pathological 
specimens  direct  to  the  laboratory. 

Rmbula nee  Pocilities:  Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospiial  treatment 
are  removed  and  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Northmapton  or  O:cford. 

The  St.  John  Rnbulance  Brigade  continued  to  operate  their  service  during 
the  year.  The  service  operates  under  contract  ;.dth  the  Hospital  Management 
iiuthority  and  was  available  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  surgical  and  non-f 
infectious  coses.  The  service,  which  is  available  by  day  and  night,  is  free 
and  is  a great  asset  to  residents  of  the  Borough  and  surrounding  area. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics;  The  Infant  "vv  elf  are  Clinic  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year  and  sessions  v/ere  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  every  month 
at  the  (ifomens  Institute,  Manor  Road,  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  Vision  Clinics  and 
Dental  Clinics  for  School  Children  which  are  organised  by  the  County  Council 
operated  during  the  year  under  revie-w.  Preventive  and  after-care  services  for 
tuberculosis  cases  ore  administered  by  the  County  Council, 

Nursing  in  the  Kom.e ; The  County  Council  operate  a complete  service  v/ithin  the 
Borough  and  "Home  Helps"  are  available  in  connection  v/itli  the  infirra  or  chronic 
cases  treated  at  hoi.:e , The  "Pfter-Care"  Coiuaittee  which  was  established  during 
the  3''ear  1955,  continued  to  operate,  and  a body  of  '.villing  workers  organised 
efforts  to  obtain  funds,  and  collect  clothing  for  distribution  to  those  in 
need, 

SECTION  C SiiNIT,.RY  CIRCUl/IST.-J^CES  OP  ThE  DISTRICT 

heater  Supply:  The  main  supply  of  water  for  the  Borough  is  from  a deep  ./ell 
v/ith  a fifteen  inch  bore  hole  at  the  bottom,  A submersible  electric  putap  is 
used  to  raise  the  water  to  tv/o  storage  tanks  of  120,000  and  12,000  gallons 
capacity  respectively.  The  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  filtered  and  samples 
taken  perodically  and  subi-dtted  to  the  public  Health  Laborator^^  for  examination 
shov^ed  that  it  v/as  of  good  bacterial  purity, 

'.i'ater  fro.m  the  supplementary  ’..ain  of  the  Bucks  .,bter  Board  System  was  used 
during  the  3^ear  in  order  not  to  make  undue  demands  in  the  Comcil’s  './ell  and 
not  unduly  reduce  the  head  level  of  the  water  in  the  bore  hole.  The  amount 
of  'water  taken  from  the  supplementary^  main  during  January  to  December  was 
12,942,386  gallons,  s daily  average  of  35,459  gallons. 

Por  a nui'.iber  of  years  I have  stated  chat  the  storage  capacity  at  the 
ater\;orks  represents  a'pproxi.:ately  one  day's  consui.qation,  and  as  the  maxiuura 
gallonage  .;hich  can  be  token  fromrdhe  Bucks  Supply  is  60,000  gallons  daily, 
the  need  for  greater  storage  capacity  at  the  -./ater^/orks  is  felt  when  it  is 
found  necessary  to  change  the  subw;ersiblo  pump  ■.jhicb  is  a fairly  i.iajor 
operation. 

Sewage  Disposal;  The  se\/age  disposal  ■■/orkc  comprising  tv/o  filter  beds,  bv/o 
sedimentation  tanks,  hui'iias  lagoons  and  electrical  plant  for  lifting  the 
level  of  one  outfall  sc’/er  continued  to  functio'n  fairly  satisfactorily. 
Difficulty  is  experienced  in  treating  increased  volu.ies  during  heavy  rains, 

.«ith  the  exception  of  thirty-one  houses  in  outlying  ports  of  the  district 
v/here  levels  -./ill  not  permit  connection  /ith  the  systei/i  of  the  sev/ers,  all 
premises  are  connected  to  the  sewerage. 

Rivers  and  Streams;  No  complaints  v/ere  received  regarding  pollution  of  the 
River  Ouse  into  which  Che  effluent  frowi  the  sewage  ■ 'orks  discharges. 

Camping  Sites;  There  are  no  camping  ‘sites  in  the  Borough, 

Siaoke  Ibatmenti  No  action  was  found  necessarg'  in  coiinection  with  the  s..iokc 
abatment , 

Sv/it.uiing  pool;  The  swuruiing  pool  o\/ned  by  the  Council  '..■as  used  during  the 
year  and  ’was  filled  once  ’./ith  water  froi.i  tne  Council's  nmins.  The  sand  filter 
and  plant  installed  lost  year  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the 
v/atcr  v/as  clear  t’nroughout  the  long  season  ,/hich  •■.,ms  one  of  the  best  for  many 
years. 

Eradication  of  bod  bugs:  No  action  './os  found  necessary  in  connection  with 
premises  infested  v/ith  bed  bu^s.

PuTjlic  Cleonsinf^:  House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  using  direct  laHour 
and  a "Bantam"  Harrier  refuce  collecting  vehicle  fitted  with  sliding  covers. 

One  part  of  the  Borough  is  covered  on  Thursdays  and  the  other  on  Fridays.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a point  in  the  Borough  where  no  nuisance 
is  caused. 

Rodent  Control:  ivlr,  G.  Bartlett  the  part-time  rodent  operator  relinguished 
the  office  during  January  of  the  year  under  revie-w  and  lyf.  H,  Evans  v/as  appointed 
to  the  part-time  office.  The  service  of  the  operator  continued  to  be  free  to 
householders  v/ho  readily  report  the  presence  of  rodents  in  and  around  their 
premises.  A charge  is  made  for  the  treabnent  of  business  premises,  './arfarin  v.dth 
oatmeal  baits  continued  to  give  satisfactory  results.  The  nuaber  of  premises

Slum  Clearance- ; No  action  v/as  taken  during  the  year  in  connection  v/ith  21 
dv/ellings  which  hove  been  scheduled  as  unfit  for  hunan  habitation.  These  were 
included  in  a statement  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Goverruuent 
in  1955  Qs  being  unfit  for  habitation  within  the  meaning  of  Section  9 of  the 
Housin  Repairs  and  Rents  Let,  1954;  ond  suitable  for  action  under  Section  11 
or  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  193^. 

The  erection  of  a block  of  four  Council  houses  was  comraenced  during  September 
of  the  year  under  review  and  the  building  ;;as  well  advanced  thcragh  not  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  total  nunber  of  Council  Houses  built  since  the  u'ar 
is  204.  The  number  of  private  enterprise  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  18 
and  there  were  2 under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

L-vprovement  Grants;  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Aot  1949,  ov/ners  of  d^/elling- 
houses  may  apply  to  the  local  authority  for  a grant  towards  providing  additional 
amenities  to  their  houses,  such  as  the  provision  of  constant  hot-v/ater,  indoor 
sanitation,  bathroom  etc.,  and  the  local  authority  may,  subject  to  the  submission 
of  plans  and  con^jetitive  tenders  for  the  v/ork,  give  a grant  tovvards  the  cost  which 
may  be  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  total  cost,  subject  to  a maximim  grant  of  £2f00. 
During  the  year  three  applications  v/cre  received  and  grants  were  made  in  tv/o  cases 
and  the  amount  involved  was  £243.  During  the  year  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act 
1959  came  into  force  introducing  a new  housing  grant  knov/n  as  the  standard  grant. 
This  grant  is  designed  to  enable  owners  of  dv/elling  houses  to  provide  all  or  any  of 
the  five  standard  amenities  in  their  houses.  The  dwelling  after  improvement  must  be 
equipped  with  all  five  amenities,  that  is,  a fixed  bath  or  shower,  wash  basin,  v/ater 
closet  and  satisfactory"  facilities  for  storing  food.  If  all  five  amenities  are 
provided  the  maximum  grant  is  £155  or  one  half  of  the  cost  which  ever  is  the  less. 
Pour  applications  were  received  for  this  Grant  during  the  year  and  the  total  grants 
involved  was  £600.  The  Council  decided  to  discontinue  consideration  of  applications 
for  the  discretionary  Grant.

Milk  Supply:  The  nuiaher  of  retailers  in  the  Borough  is  3 'who  hold  supplementary 
licences  for  the  sale  of  Tuherculin  Tester' , Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  and 
Pasteurised  Milk,  All  milk  ret: iled  in  the  Borough  is  produced  outside  the  area. 

Pood  Nyp^iene  Reo-.ulstions ; The  Regulations  provide  for  the  cleanliness  of  food 
premises,  hygenic  methods  of  handling  food,  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged 
in  the  food  trade  and  the  action  to  be  taken  v/hen  they  suffer  from  or  are 
carriers  of  certain  infections.  There  are  24  food  shops  in  the  Boraugh  nhere 
food  is  sold  served  or  prepared  for  sale.  The  shops  are  regularly  visited  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  ore  being  observed. 

Meat  and  Other  Poods:  The  licenced  slaughter-house  continued  to  operate  during 
the  year.

Regular  visits  '..'ere  ruade  to  the  slaughter-house  and  upon  inspection  meat 
and  offal  weighing  7 owts  24  lbs  v/ere  found  to  be  diseased,  unfit  for  consumption 
and  were  voluntarily  surrendered.  Diseased  meat  and  offal  v/ere  regularly 
collected  by  a reputable  merchant  for  further  utilisation.  Eight  pounds  of 
tinned  livers,  64  lbs  pork  luncheon  meat,  32  lbs  sausage,  6 lbs  corned  beef  and 
28  lbs  frozen  eggs  \7ere  voluntarily  surrendered  from  food  shops  during  the  year.
